Hianks to The American Legion, veterans 
w ill find that service to their country has 
provided a minimum o f handicaps to their 
opportunities to go ahead and pursue careers interrupted by 
war. The veteran’s ow n industry, initiative, determination and 
thrift are the only lim itations on his way to personal success. 
Protection o f veterans’ welfare financially, physically and 
educationally is provided in the G.I. Bill o f Rights, It is a 
w orkable plan for fitting veterans back into their former 
way o f life, with as little loss to the veteran as possible. 
It also gives him the opportunity to improve his former 
status through education and loans for his business or farm. 
A nd the G.I. Hill of Rights was conceit ed and the first draft 
made by the American Legion. 
It provides opportunities for veterans to get loans to start 
businesses, build homes, establish farms. It gives them that 
extra financial push that allow s them to re-establish them­ 
selves in the old . . . or a new . . . way o f life. 
It provides for the education o f veterans w hose schooling 
was interrupted by the war. 
It provides agencies to help 
veterans get jobs , . . and financial support until the veteran 
finds the job most suited to his training and talents. 
Put the G.I. Bill of Rights didn’t just habpett. It teas brought 
about by the wisdom, the strength ana t 
American Legion. 
T he GT. Bill o f Rights was horn o f a determination by the 
American Legion that W orld W ar II veterans should not 
experience the same disheartening neglect and indifference 
that veterans o f the last war found when they came out of 
the armed services. 
T he G.I. Bill o f Rights was first drafted by a special conv 
m ittec of Legionnaires w ho took resolutions passed at Amer­ 
ican Legion conventions and made o f them a rehabilitation 
plan to assure veterans their full share in the traditional 
American life which they defended. Out of this groundwork 
came the Servicemen's Readjustment Act o f 1944. 
The Legion hacked the hill all the way with nationwide pub­ 
licity campaigns, petitions signed by m illions o f Americans, 
calling upon Congress to make the program a law. 
Press 
stories, euitorials, magazine articles, radio broadcasts, record­ 
ings, m ovie trailers, full page newspaper ads, public speakers 
. . . all were pressed into service to give the G l’s their due. 
And on June 22, 1944, the President signed his name to the 
b ill. 
The American Legion docs not believe the hill does . . . or 
ever could . . . repay a man for his fighting services. That 
sort of debt cannot he repaid by money alone. But the Legion 
docs feel chat the hill goes a long way in giving the veteran 
the thing for which he fought . . . the opportunity to progress 
by his own efforts and abilities. 
For more than a m illion and a half men and wom en already 
discharged from the armed forces and the m illions who w ill 
follow them when the war is over, all the benefits of the hill 
virtually became realities . . , education, loans for homes, 
farms and small business properties, job placement, unem­ 
ployment allowances and other tragically needed aids such 
as the veteran o f the last war never enjoyed. 


The G.I. Bill was horn o f a single dom inant thought . 
that the men and women w ho are offering their lives in this! 
the most horrible o f all wars, should be assured o f a full 
share in the traditional American life which they are fighting 
to defend; that theirs should be a generous measure of thai 
free opportunity which is the basis o f the American wa} 
o f life. And the Legion is not content to stop with thest 
services. It is planning still more projects for W orld W ai 
ll s veterans, 
it’s the Legion’s way o f doing things . . . of 
fighting for the fighter . . . w hile HE fights for his country]
